His  devotion  to  the  cause  of  education  and  his  able  leadership 
have  commanded  our  admiration  and  loyal  support,  and  his  warm¬ 
hearted  friendship  has  won  our  affection.

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FOOTBALL 

We  may  be  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of  Bengal  gridiron  warriors  in  the 
past  four  years.  In  the  first  three  years  of  our  high  school  careers  the  football 
eleven  won  the  state  crown  by  defeating  Collingswood  in  1935;  by  being 
co-champs  with  Passaic  in  '36;  and  by  submerging  a  powerful  New  Brunswick 
squad  in  1937.  Although,  in  comparison  with  the  records  of  these  three  teams, 
the  '38  team  seemed  to  have  had  a  poor  season,  it,  too,  was  a  squad  of  which  we 
may  be  proud.  That  team  built  up  a  very  impressive  total  of  points  scored 
against  opponents  whom  it  held  to  a  comparatively  small  total. 

The  coaching  staff  started  the  season  with  a  lack  of  seasoned  material  and 
molded  a  "green"  bunch  into  an  excellent  offensive  and  a  good  defensive  team 
that  could  have  brought  the  state  crown  to  Bloomfield  again  had  it  had  a  little 
more  of  that  ever-valued  quality,  experience. 

The  record  shows  two  scoreless  ties  with  Nutley  and  Belleville.  Three 
defeats  were  suffered  at  the  hands  of  Montclair,  our  traditional  rival;  Garfield, 
our  toughest  opponent  this  season;  and  Paterson  Central,  which  proved,  how¬ 
ever,  to  be  a  1-0  forfeit  upon  the  discovery  of  the  ineligibility  of  Captain  Mosca 
of  that  team.  Four  wins  were  registered  over  South  Side,  Dickinson,  Irvington, 
and  Central  of  Newark. 

The  14-13  loss  to  Montclair  hurt  our  pride  a  little,  but  it  probably  cemented 
the  series  by  increasing  the  rivalry.  The  bond  needed  a  little  strengthening, 
because  of  nineteen  contests  Montclair  has  won  only  five  games. 
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BASKETBALL 

In  '37  the  "Bengal  Basketeers"  blasted  their  way  to  the  state  championship 
against  top-heavy  odds  with  one  of  the  best  roughhouse  teams  ever  turned  out 
in  this  state. 

The  '38  team  did  not  fare  so  well.  They  lost  only  one  game  during  the  regular 
season,  but  they  were  beaten  in  the  tournament  play-offs  by  the  powerful 
Thomas  Jefferson  quintet. 

This  year's  team  was  a  big,  fast,  smooth-playing,  and  accurate-shooting 
bunch,  consisting  of  Captain  Hal  Savage,  a  fine  player  and  pointmaker;  Andy 
"Chink"  Kostecka,  the  state's  highest  scorer;  "Ziggie"  Kinder,  a  good  little 
player  on  any  court;  Jackie  Robinson,  a  grossly  underrated  player;  and  Bill 
Greenip,  a  good  guard.  The  first  four  men  rated  on  the  newspapers'  all-state 
teams. 

The  second  team  boys  deserve  recognition  for  their  excellent  work  this 
season.  A  little  experience  will  make  them  number-one  candidates  for  first 
string  berths. 

Until  the  tournament  playoffs  the  team  was  in  perfect  condition,  but  none  of 
the  tournament  games  in  which  our  team  took  part  was  finished  much  before 
12  P.  M.,  and  when  the  team  had  tough  battles  to  play  two  nights  in  succession, 
the  strain  was  too  great  even  though  our  boys  put  every  ounce  of  fight  in  their 
bodies  into  the  game  and  fought  valiantly  until  the  end.  Memorial  High  of 
West  New  York  emerged  the  victors  and  state  champs  over  a  team  totally 
fatigued  in  mind  and  body. 
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TRACK 

Track  is  a  sport  that  has  come  to  the  fore  in  B.  H.  S.  in  the  past  few  seasons, 
and  one  that  commands  a  large  following.  This  season  there  was  a  turnout 
of  about  fifty  good  prospects. 

The  three  lettermen  remaining  this  year  are  as  follows:  Captain  Frank 
Rhodes,  who  specialized  in  the  low  hurdles  and  is  an  excellent  possibility  in 
the  220  yard  run  and  the  high  jump;  Bill  Young,  the  team's  best  man,  a  lanky, 
unjointed  streak,  who  is  proficient  in  the  440  and  880  yard  runs;  and  Ed 
Van  Buskirk,  probably  the  team's  most  versatile  man,  who  excels  in  the  high 
jump,  broad  jump,  high  hurdles,  and  javelin  toss.  Ed  is  the  only  member  of 
our  class  who  achieved  any  recognition  on  the  cinders. 

The  outstanding  prospect  this  season  is  a  lad  by  the  name  of  Markowitz  who 
earned  his  J.  V.  letter  last  year  and  has  possibilities  in  the  440  and  high  jump. 

Mr.  Wooley,  the  coach,  has  arranged  a  tough  schedule  of  ten  meets  with 
some  of  the  best  teams  in  the  state. 
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FENCING 


Fencing,  which  rates  much  more  attention,  is  one  of  the  minor  sports  about 
which  most  of  us  know  very  little. 

This  year's  team,  made  up  of  Captain  Philip  Johnson,  ex-Captain  George 
Mitchell,  and  Vincent  Purcell,  won  the  majority  of  their  dual  competitions  and 
tied  for  second  place  in  the  state  fencing  meet. 

A  great  gap  will  be  made  in  the  fencing  team  by  the  graduation  of  these 
three  lads  in  June,  and  it  will  require  a  lot  of  experience  and  seasoning  to  bring 
the  second  string,  which  will  have  to  fill  the  first  team  berths  next  year,  up  to 
the  level  of  these  boys. 


SWIMMING 

Coach  Richard  H.  Cheadle  has  turned  out  some  excellent  swimming  teams 
and  has  helped  many  a  young  swimmer  along  toward  success,  but  this  year 
he  had  to  handle  a  lot  of  inexperienced  boys  who  competed  with  some  of  the 
best  swimmers  in  the  state. 

The  mid-season  graduation  of  two  good  men  left  only  five  lettermen  in  a 
team  consisting  of  thirty-two  swimmers.  Thus,  a  poor  season  proved  to  be  the 
initiation  for  Mr.  Neal  Takala,  who  became  faculty  adviser  after  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  James  Haupin. 

A  bright  spot  in  the  season  was  the  performance  of  Captain  Bob  Donovan, 
who  didn't  lose  a  single  dual  meet. 


TENNIS 

Some  people  belittle  tennis  and  term  it  a  "sissy  game"  because  it  was 
once  a  "rich  man's  sport",  but  it  requires  agility,  accuracy,  speed,  and  endur¬ 
ance  to  play  a  good  game  of  tennis.

GIRLS'  GYM  TEAMS 

"Nobleness  enkindleth  nobleness." 

This  year,  Miss  Edith  Russell  our  physical  director,  celebrates 
her  twenty-fifth  year  of  teaching  physical  education  in  Bloomfield 
High  School.  We  desire  to  thank  her,  our  faithful  teacher,  friend, 
and  companion,  for  all  the  many  happy  hours  we  have  spent 
with  her.  We  have  learned  much  and  shall  always  remember  her 
as  having  taught  us  the  importance  of  physical  fitness  and  of  good 
character.  Wb  have  grown  to  love  her  and  shall,  without  doubt, 
often  recall  the  many  flashes  of  her  wit  and  good  humor,  mingled 
with  her  enthusiasm  and  sympathetic  understanding. 


From  a  twelve-girl  gym  team  in  1914  to  a  senior  gym  team  composed  of  60 
girls  and  a  junior  team  of  90  in  1939 — such  has  been  the  rise  of  our  popular 
athletic  gym  teams. 

During  the  years  of  Miss  Russell's  teaching,  it  has  been  the  custom  to  give 
an  annual  exhibition,  but  for  this  has  been  substituted  a  mother  and  daughter 
banquet,  followed  by  an  informal  program  illustrating  the  girls'  athletic  abilities. 
This  year  at  the  banquet,  on  April  20,  the  annual  prizes  were  given  to  deserving 
girls  of  the  classes  of  January  and  June  1939.  Silver  basketballs  were  given 
to  the  following  girls  of  the  former  class  as  a  reward  for  their  inter-class  cham¬ 
pionship  victory*  Helen  Ulrich,  Leila  Dyson,  Jean  Agne,  Ann  Weber,  Helen 
Lundegaard,  and  Mary  Johnson.  A  special  medal  was  given  to  Ann  Weber 
for  being  the  best  athlete  of  the  January  '39  class.  To  the  senior  gym  team 
captain,  Dorothy  Wright,  and  co-captain,  Mollie  Collins,  were  awarded  medals 
for  being  the  best  all-round  girls  of  the  class  of  June  '39.  A  medal,  never  given 
before  in  B.  H.  S.  history,  was  given  to  Margaret  Bushby,  our  own  Pavlova,  for, 
although  never  a  member  of  a  gym  team,  she  is  in  reality  a  part  of  us  because 
of  her  unselfishness  and  the  loyalty  she  has  displayed  in  co-operating  with  us 
in  all  our  exhibitions,  banquets,  and  other  entertainments.  Margaretta  Ward 
and  Jean  Seaman,  as  the  best  athletes  of  our  class,  were  given  medals.  Gertrude 
Downs,  captain  of  the  junior  gym  team,  was  also  awarded  a  medal  because  of 
her  leadership  ability.
